PERSONALITIES IN POLITICS 


No man ruled for so long a time over 


a major political party in this country as 
did William J. Bryan. 


Of a kindly disposition he could be- 


come bitterly vindictive against a politi- 
cal foe. Though high-minded and strict- 
ly honest in his personal transactions he 
could stoop to strange and eccentric 
depths to help a political friend. 


Such are the 
unique 
compositions 


made in politics, so often the "union of 
a puritan and a blackleg."' 


Three times prior to the memorable 


Baltimore convention of 1912, Mr. Bryan 
had been the nominee of his party for the 
uresidency and three times he had gone 
down to crushing defeat. Such however 
was the magnetism of the man and the 
•wizardry of his ways that he retained a 
strong, stubborn and fighting following 
in the party just as his political misfor- 
tunes created a faction desirous of throw- 
ing T"rn off at any cost. 


In 1912 it was Bryan who brought 


Woodrow Wilson's vote from a thin mi- 
nority into a figure past the necessary 
two-thirds. 


But, seeking deeper, it was really Bry- 


an's foes, for they sought to cast him 
off, to humiliate him, and he arose in 
his wrath and destroyed everything he 
could reach, including Champ Clark. 


Mr. Bryan, was not then a candidate 


for the presidency but he was a candi- 
date for temporary chairman. And he 
was defeated. He chalked up the defeat 
to Thomas F. Ryan, a multi-millionaire 
who was a member of the New York del- 
egation. Although 600 voted against him 
he must select a personal enemy so of 
course he picked the richest man in the 
convention. That was small stuff but big 
politics. 


Carrying the fight into enemy terri- 


tory, although the enemy may have been 
phantom—Mr. Bryan introduced a reso- 
lution that, in proof of the fidelity of 
the Democratic party to the principles 
of Jefferson and Jackson, "we declare 
ourselves opposed to any candidate under 
obligations to J. Pierpont Morgan, Thom- 
as F. Ryan, August Belmont or any oth- 
er member of the privilege-hunting and 
favor-seeding class." 


It was really a childish resolution, 


a silly gesture. But the convention feared 
that to defeat it would be taken by the 
public as adherence to Wall Street. So 
it was passed. 


Champ Clark although a Liberal who 


at one time had a majority of the con- 
vention, had failed to show sufficient per- 
sonal consideration for Mr. Bryan's wish- 
es or feelings, perhaps enough fealty to 
the old leader, and Bryan had enough 
strength to prevent him from getting the 
necessary two-thirds and used it to de- 
feat TITTT»- 


"I lost," Clark afterwards 
declared, 


"solely through the vile and malicious 
slanders of Mr. Bryan. 
True, 
those 


slanders were by innuendo and insinua- 
tion, but they were no less deadly for 
that reason. Bryan was a false friend." 


John B. Stanchfield, a distinguished 


lawyer in the JMfew York delegation, gave 
Mr. Bryan the most fearful castigation 
he probably ever received ending up 
-with: 
£CBryan is 
a 
money-grabbing, 


favor-hunting marplot-" 


But whatever he was, B*yan was too 


much for the New York delegation or 
anyone else. 


Was this long drawn out political feud 


that continued for 25 years bom of the 
fact that the East, and very properly, 
refused to support Mr. Bryan when he 
espoused the inflationary program of free 
silver in 1896? 


Personal considerations weigh as heav- 


ily sometimes in political as in neighbor- 
hood cmarrels. 


"CANNED" SPEECHES 


The average citizen may be pardoned 


if he shudders just a trifle on receipt of 
the sews that politicians are now pre- 
paring to have phonograph records made 
of political speeches, for dissemination 
over the radio during the approaching 
campaign. 


This news com=s via the theatrical 


magazine Variety, which finds that Los 
Angeles politicians are jalready having 
such records made and that politicians 
in other parts of the country are expect- 
ed to follow suit. 


Getting the speeches of the candidates 


over the air is a -fine thing, of course. 
It enables the candidate to reach a far 
wider percentage of the electorate than 
ever was possible before. 
But some- 


how, the thought of "canned" speeches

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being stored up for broadcasting purpos- 
es is dismaying. Campaign blah is even 
harder to listen to when it comes out 
of a machine than when it proceeds from 
a flesh-and-blood thorax. 


STOCK MARKET INVESTIGATION 
Possibly when the Banking and Cur- 


rency Committee of the senate, which 
has been investigating the New York 
stock market, voted to discontinue the 
services of its counsel and accountants 
and to take no further evidence until 
December it was induced to such action 
by busy months ahead in politics and 
the desire not to roil political conditions 
by further exposing to the people anti- 
cipated evidence concerning the gigantic 
and shameful schemes that have been 
successfully, operated for the purpose of 
parting thousands of men and women 
from millions of their dollars. The sud- 
den and unexpected action of the commit- 
tee looks even darker when it is recalled 
that other senatorial investigations, when 
once they have lapsed, are not ordinarily 
revived. 


Is the government to abandon this 


project, forsake all effort of so regulating 
these exchanges as to compel something 
like the observance of honesty and decent 
practices? 


Instead of so many laws punishing 


for this and that, declaring this a mis- 
demeanor and that a felony, perhaps 90 
per cent of stock market frauds could 
be prevented by merely creating a per- 
sonal liability to those who lose their 
money upon the part of those who par- 
ticipate directly or indirectly, instantly 
or remotely, in the practices called "rig- 
ging the market," which is another way 
of baiting hooks for suckers. 


These practices cannot be carried on 


to any considerable extent without the 
support, that is the funds, of men of great 
means like Percy Rockefeller, Raskob, 
Fox and others who have been exposed. 


Such men are generally too shrewd in 


keeping what they have to risk any such 
liability. But if we pass laws making 
their actions a misdemeanor, punishable 
by fine, or even imprisonment they can- 
not escape the knowledge that breaches of 
the criminal law are not easy to prove 
and even when the evidence is forthcom- 
ing juries are backward in returning 
convictions, whereas civil liability is much 
simpler to prove and verdicts for damages 
against those of means are not hard to 
extract from a jury. 


If we are to pursue a practical course 


we will get results by some such practical 
means. 


FUNDAMENTALS 


An age of disillusionment may be a 


hard time to live through, but it can also 
be extremely healthful. 


Right now we are well on in the third 


year of one of the sharpest eye-openers 
any people ever had to face. It isn't a 
bit of fun, and the end is not in sight; 
but the important thing is to nourish the 
skeDticism and disillusionment which the 
depression has given us, and to see to it 
that we don't lay them away when good 
times return. 


For it is becoming obvious every day 


that the high old times which ended with 
the market crash of 1929 were, above all, 
an era of bunk. We kidded ourselves and 
we permitted our leaders to Md us. If 
there is any single reason why we de- 
scended into the pit that was digged for 
us, it is that we were all so very willing 
to believe a lot of things that weren't so. 


All of this, somehow, is brought to 


mind by a graduation address made at 
an eastern university the other day by 
a prominent American statesman. 


This statesman told his audience that 


they must cultivate the qualities of "self- 
reliance, common sense, industry, energy, 
perseverence, honesty, sobriety and edu- 
cation," since the nation's leaders invar- 
iably owe their rise to their possession 
of such traits. 


Now all of that is very fine, and the 


least that we can say is that it ought 
to be true; but if you will think a min- 
ute you will see that a lot of men rose 
very high indeed during the boom years 
without developing any of those qualities 
very greatly. 


A politician could rise notably without 


either self-reliance or common sense. A 
"financial wizard" could amass a fortune 
without industry, perseverence, honesty, 
sobriety or much of an education; and 
it seems, in fact, that energy was about 
the one trait that was necessary in those 
days. 


It is vital that we recognize this fact 


We let oorselves get away from the need 
of those fundamental virtues, and we are 
paying for it now—paying for it right 
through the nose. If we would avoid a 
repetition of the present depression, we 
must tie up to ihem more firmly than 
ever before.

THE EARMARKS OF A GOOD 


DOCTOR 


On general ethical principals it is 


clearly the duty of the medical pro- 
fession everywhere to make it easy 
or a stranger to find a reputable 
physician when there is need of 
one. But owing to poor organization 
and the lack of leadership the med- 
cal profession -fans in. this duty to 
he public in most large communi- 
ties. 


Here and there the local medical 


society maintains a central office or 
_nformation bureau, where any- 
>ody may **?»Ti or telephone to asir 
for the name and office address of 
a reliable physician or even for a 
specialist. This plan proves satisfac- 
ory in the smaller towns- 
In the 
arger cities it is not so satisfactory, 
or various reasons—too many phy- 
.cians, too wide an area. However, 
n some large cities several such 
xureaus are •maintained in different 
sections of the city ,and this at least 
setter than no service at all- 
in the largest cities it is coming 
o be the custom of the profession 
o publish in the local newspapers 
from time to time a complete !is"t of 
members of the local medical so- 
ciety. Of course it does not follow 
hat a doctor is a good doctor or ev- 
en reliable just because he happens 
,o hold membership in a medical 
society, but still if a stranger choos- 
es a doctor who is vouched for, as 
o his professional standing, by the 
oeal academy of medicine or coun- 
y medical society the chances are 
that the doctor is okeh. 


Suppose a stranger in town sud- 
denly requires medical aid. A casu- 
al acquaintance suggests Dr. John 
Doe. Doe may be all right or he 
may be all wrong. The only way to 
check on Doe is to look in the tele- 
phone directory for the office of the 
county medical society of the acade- 
my of medicine and agfr whether 
>r. John Doe, of such and such ad- 
Iress, is member or a physician of 
good professional standing. This may 
seem excess of precaution, but in 
ome cities quackery and crockery 
run rampant and little reliance can 
>e placed on "the significance of the 
title of "Doctor."

anything now. The laity at present 
s in the same position as was the 
ady who hailed the piano tuner as

Answer—It is true that chocolate 
and cocoa contain theobromin, but 
all the rest of it is absurdly exag- 
gerated. Theobromin has virtually 
no effect on the cerebrum, or on the 
nerves, but is a mild heart stimu- 
lant and an active kidney stimulant. 
It is partly on account of Its stimu- 
lation of the kidneys that I deem 
cocoa or chocolate unsuitable bev- 
erages for young_cmldren.

ing or carrying of tobacco for 
smoking by minors a misdemeanor. 
One section of t'nig "Wisconsin law 
provides that anyone 
who shall 


give or sell any minor cigarettes, 
cigars or tobacco in any other form, 
after having been forbidden to do 
so by the parents or guardian of 
the minor, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten dollars nor 
more than twenty-five dollars. The 
selling or giving of cigarette papers 
to minors is also forbidden. 


"Minors are also bound by sev- 


eral strict provisions under the 
state law. Any minor with cigaret- 
tes or cigarette papers in his pos- 
session, who, if asked by any local 
officer such as sheriff, police or 
truant officer, 
or by any such, 


teacher in any school to tell where 
or from whom he obtained such, 
cigarettes or wrappers, refuses to 
give such information, is guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and if convicted 
shall be fined not more than five 
dollars. 


"Minors who misrepresent their 


age to obtain cigarettes or wrap- 
pers are also 
guilty of a 
mis- 


demeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than twenty-five dollars or 
imprisonment in the county jail for 
not more than thirty days, or by 
both fine and imprisonment. If the 
person committing the misdemean- 
ors is a boy under the age. of 
eighten years, such person shaft be 
a "delinquent child" and subject to 
the provisions of laws regarding 
juvenile courts."

London — CW — America's two 


best customers, Canada and the 
British Isles, may cut their pur- 
chases in the United States to a 
fraction of their present huge to- 
tal if the Imperial Economic Con- 
ference at Ottawa in July lives up 
to the hopes of its proponents. 


Most of the dominions will fight 


for preferences for their products 
in the markets of the United King- 
dom, where the needs of 45,000,000 
people for food and raw materials 
must be filled. Next to that outlet, 
they desire the trade of Canada. 


At the moment both are preemi- 


nently consumers of exports from 
the United States. But after July, 
what? 


If Britain decides to "buy Brit- 
ish," as placards posted all over the 
empire for these many months past 
plead and advise, new tariff bar- 
riers will be erected against the 
goods of other countries, notably 
of the United States. And some of 
the existing barriers will be low- 
ered or demolished for 
British 


goods from other parts of the em- 
pire. 


America's trade with Canada has 


shown a steady annual increase, de- 
spite some preferences created for 
British goods. In 1931 Canada re- 
placed Great Britain as the first 
customer of the United States. 


In 1930 the 
United Eongdom 


bought $678,000,000 in goods from 
the United States and sold S10,- 
000,000 worth to the states; Cana- 
da in the same year purchased 
8659,300,000 and sold 5402,300,000. 


But much that Canada buys from 


the United -States could also be ob- 
tained from the mother country, 


and if England should agree to jet 
in Canada much of •what she now 
buys from, the states, Am«»rjcar| 
sales to the two countries would 
be seriously curtailed. 


American manufacturers in xoscy 


cases beat 
the 
tariffs against 


American products, and put "made 
in Britain" labels on their good? 
by establishing branch factories in 
Canada and, more recently, in £ng-~ 
"fond. The profits from foreign 
branch factories go back to Ameri- 
ca, but the Moor employed is Brit- 
ish or Canadian. 


While it is in 'Britain and Cana- 


da that American export trade 
would be most affected if a scheme 
of mutual tariff 
preferences is 


worked out, trade with the other 
dominions would be imuaired, too.

000,000; South Africa bought ?38«-
